Per your telephone request of March 24, we have made certain 
annuity cost calculations for a man bom November 10, 1910, and wife 
bom October 22, 1912. 

$44,876 paid on January 1, 1976, will provide the man a life 
annuity of $302.76 per month commencing on the same date with a SOX 
Burvivor benefit. 

Alternatively the $44,876 will provide the man a life annuity 
of $363.13 per month with no survivor benefit. 

Our calculations were based on the usual Projected 
Mortality Table with 4% interest and no loading for expenses 
contingencies .
